Doubtful If Ever the Equal of 

Firenze Has Been Seen. 

* 

Won Forty-Six Out of Eighty-One 
Races and $112,342 During 
Her Turf Career. 



In llio course of Hie last thirty years or so many 
fast and famous mares have graced the annals of 
American mrf history. The names of Artful. 
Beldame. Imp. I July Amelia. Tanya. Hamburg Belle. 
Blue Girl and Regret will readily occur to the pres- 
ent generation of admirers of racing as examples, 
but it is doubtful if any year in the piisi thirty-five 
produced the equal of Firenze. She wa« a small 
mare, hut every inch a high-class race horse, for 
which no distance or Weight had terrors. She could 
sprint with sprinters and stay with the best of 
long-distance runners, on dry tracks or wet tracks. 
It fell to her to Iw actively racing when such great 
horses as Hanover. Kingston. Teiiny, The Bard. 
Exile. Kaeeiand. Riley, lie Muth. Tournament. 
Kurils. Volatile. Los Angeles and Tristan were in 
I lieir prime and not one of them was decisively her 
muster. Beaten now ami thou by smh giants of 
tlie track she defeated them in turn ami was almost 
as firmly intrenched in tin* affection of patrons 
of racing of her time as was the “I'oal Black 

I-ady.” Imp, a few years later. 

She was a hardy and enduring little thing, a true 
Gleiielg. Silo raced actively and successfully for 
six years, beginning as a two-year-old in ISSi! ami 
running her last nice in 1891. sho was a liny, bj 
Gleiielg — Florida, by Virgil, and next to Salvator 
most beloved by Mr. Haggiii of all the tremendous 
array of horses lie had bred or tmuglit and raced. 
Her first start was for a purse at Saratoga August 
2. ISSfi. It was a five-furlongs dash over a 
heavy track and she won in 1 :)>•! from Beth Broeck. 

I-cshis and three more. Purses were comparatively 
slim in those days and all that Firenze returned her 
owner in this in i t in I success was 8250. it was an 
humble beginning of a subsequently brilliant career 
and a * busy career. A record of tier successes in 
tlie big stakes of her (hue attests this ialer 
feature amply and is interesting reading.

BRILLIANT STAR WHEN A THREE- YEAR-OLD. 

Firenze was a brilliant star when a three-year- 
old aud was never worse tliuu third in any *-f her 
fourteen races iu lsx7. She made her debut in the j 
Ladies' Stakes at Jerome Park and prevailed over 
Flngeoletta. AIm.v and three other fillies. All ear- i 
vied 113 (annuls. June lti she captured the Gazelle 
; Stakes at Gravesend, again defeating Fiageolettil. 
j with Maggie Mitchell third and llu-i-e more mi 
j placed. In both races Flageolet ta was an odds-on 
favorite. She was a fine, fast filly and was only 
beaten a head at equal weights in the Ladies’. 



In the Gazelle she carried lo.’l to 113 <ui Firenze 
and this led her admirers to think she would re- 
verse positions, but Firenze easily defeated her by 
two lengths. At Sheepshead Bay. June 18. she for 
the first time met the mighty Hanover and the lit- 
tle less formidable Kingston in the Swift Stakes 
at seven-eighths. Tlie track was heavy. Only tlie 
three started. All carried regulation stake weights 
ami Hanover won by ten lengths, with Kingston 
second, in 1:32. At that time Hanover was prac- 
tically invincible and this race was Ids sixth in a 
string of fourteen consecutive victories. A few days 
later Firenze won the Mermaid Stakes from I.ad.v 
Primrose. Aliny, Flngeoletta and Hypasin. easily 
running tlie mile and an eighth in 1 :5i>. fast time 
then, and won by two lengths. Then she went to 
Monmouth P.-nk and continued her clean sweep of 
tlie filly stakes by winning the Monmouth Oaks 
from Lady Primrose and A liny, then took a purse 
from Bradford and Relvidere at a mile and a six- 
teenth. i 

August 13 sin- again tackled Hanover. This wa- 
in the Champion Stakes at a mile and a half, run in 
2:3s. but Ilannver bent her three lengths and Vo- 
latile was third ten lengths behind her. Only tin- 
three ran and Firenze pul up a good race. Five 
days later she won the West End Hotel Stakes tit 
a mile and a half from Alniy. with 120 pounds up. 
August 20 she triumph' d over Hanover for the first 
tinie. hut did not win the race, it was the Omnibus 
Stakes at one and one-half miles, track heavy. 
Old Davy Winter's latggard. with 118 jiomids up 
won. Firenze with 120 was second and Hanover, 128. 
third: Kingston, 118. and Esquimau. 113. run mi - 
placed. Tlie time was 2:44. I-aggaril won liy an 
inch and Hanover was a short head behind. It was 
a battle of giants and Hanover was a 1 to 2 favor 
ite. From Monmouth she was taken to Saratoga 
and ran third to the western fillies Wary and Gri- 
sette in the Pocahontas Stakes. Then she went to 
Jerome Park and won tlie Hunter Stakes, for fillies, 
and the Jerome Stakes, for three- year-olds. In this 
Hanover was her solitary opponent and an over 
whelming favorite at 45 to KM) post odds. The 
distance was one and three-quarters miles. Hanover 
e:\rried 125 pounds. Firenze 122. Hanover led to tin- 
last quarter, where the filly passed him and Won in 
a canter by three lengths in 3:09-%, extraordinarily 
fast time for that slowest of all skw tracks. After 
that Firenze rail twice in stake races at Pimlico and 
was si-eond each time, first to Kingston at one anti 
one-eighth miles, and then to Linden at a mile and 
a half. 

GREAT CELEBRITY IN 1888. 

In 18SS Firenze was better than ever and a great 
celebrity. With 117 pounds up she ran third to 
Elk wood and Terra Cotta in tlie Suburban, beaten 
a length and a half in 2:07'5. Outside of a purse 
she won notliing until July 12 at Monmouth Park, 
where sin- won tlie Monmouth Cup at one and three- 
quarter miles from Elkwood and Kurus in 3:0S>_.. 

Favor and 
others in the Harvest Handicap at a mile and a 
quarter over a heavy track. August 2 she won tlie 
Freehold Stakes at a mile and a half from The 
Bard in 2:34.

Firenze carried 113 pounds. The Bard 120. Next she 
defeated Kingston and Saiitalene for the Champion 
Stakes, one and one-half miles, in 2:35. and won 
by three lengths. In the Monmouth Handicap she 
took up 123 pounds and won cantering from Exile. 
Its; Relvidere. 121. and five more high-class horses, 
running its mile and a half in 2:3*1. At Slieepsliead 
Bay. carrying 122 (loiiiids. she run away from Lelex, 
102 >... : Terra Colla. 115; Montrose. 114: Wary, 

ltll. and Brown Duke. 102. one and three-sixteenths 
miles, in 2:02%. This was in tlie Average Slates. 
Then she won the Great Long Island Stakes at one 
and one-eighth mile heals with 123 pounds up in 
l:5»i. 1:5)!".-,. At Gravesend Kingston beat her a 
length in tlie First Special and, with ninety-eight 
pounds up to her 120, Connemara defeated her by a 
half length in the Boulevard Stakes, one and one- 
hulf miles, in 2:37. Then iu succession she won a 
purse, the Manhattan Handicap. Battle Stakes and 
Firenze Stakes at Jerome Park. Kaeeiand defeated 
tier in the Grand National Handicap, it being her 
last race of the year. Kaeeiand was always a 
troublesome opponent to tin- gallant little mare, 
defeating her several times in tin* following year. 
Rut Kaeeiand was also a great race horse. 

In 1.88!) she won ilie Knickerbocker Handicap 
from Kurils, tlie Monmouth Cup from Kaeeiand. the 
Navesink Handicap, with 120 pounds to Inverwiek's 
K)2 and Tristan’s 107. they finishing second and 
third: walked over for the Freehold Stakes, took 
tlie New York Handicap from Retrieve, the Omnium 
from Strideaway and Ihe Firenze Stakes from Wi- 
nona. Raeeland defeated her in a purse at Jerome 
Park, the New York Jockey Club Handicap, and. 
for a second time in successive years, in tlie Grand 
National Handicap. In the Grand National of 
188.8 Kaeeiand carried 110 pounds to her 131. In 
1ss9 it was Raeeland. 120. Firenze. 130. In fact, 
it was nothing but high weights for Firenze now, 
she carrying 129 pounds wlieu she defeated such a 
fast, horse as Strideaway with but 112 pounds in 
ihe Omnium. Of her other unsuccessful races she 
was second to Hanover for tlie Coney Island Cup.

i nf them would l»- glad lo continue business at total- 
izator prices, though they would obviously stand to 
suffer heavy losses if commissions were worked 
I through Ihe offices instead of on tlie race course. 

| On tlie other hand, they could partially safeguard 
themselves against so-called "jobs," just as they do 
! today. I feel that tlie abolition of the offices 
! would be regarded as notliing less than a genuine 
! hardship by those who are able to attend tlie niect- 
I iugs only occasionally. 

Of course, if totalizator betting were officially 
i recognized here the laws relating to betting would 
j have to lie completely changed. That reform would 
j at least lie welcomed liy all connected with the
